The  Town  is  largely  a  residential,  market  and 
shopping  centre,  and  on  account  of  its  historical  interest 
attracts  many  visitors  during  the  summer  months. 

The  only  industries  of  any  size  carried  011  in  the  town 
are  Messrs.  Flower  &  Sons,  Brewery,  Messrs.  Joseph’s 
Aluminium  Works,  and  the  Brick  Works. 

All  these  industries  are  carried  on  under  good  hygienic 
conditions  and  have  no  prejudical  effect  on  the  health  of 
the  employees  or  the  town  as  a  whole.

There  was  no  unusual  sickness  in  the  town  during  the 
year  with  the  exception  of  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
This  epidemic  commenced  in  October,  1924,  and  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1924.  This  outbreak 
produced  33  cases  during  the  first  three  months  of  the 
present  year  (1925) 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITALS. 

Tuberculosis.  Apart  from  the  open-air  balconies  at 
The  Stratford-on-Avon  Union  Infirmary  there  is  no  in¬ 
stitutional  provision  locally. 

Early  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  for  the  most  part 
admitted  to  the  King  Edward  VII  Memorial  Sanatorium 
Warwick,  while  the  more  advanced  cases  are  treated  in 
Brancote  Sanatorium,  near  Nuneaton. 

In  my  opinion  the  accommodation  for  advanced  cases 
of  tuberculosis  is  insufficient.  Many  such  cases  are 
obliged  to  remain  in  their  homes  where  efficient  isolation 
is  impossible  and  are  consequently  a  source  of  infection  to 
their  families. 

maternity.  No  provision  is  made  locally  but  a  few 
cases  have  taken  advantages  of  the  facilities  provided  by 
the  Warwickshire  C.C.  at  3  The  Butts,  Warwick. 


children.  There  is  no  special  hospital  for  children 
in  the  district. 

FEVER.  The  Borough,  jointly  with  the  Rural  Districts, 
of  Stratford-on-Avon  and  Marston  Sicca,  provides  an 
isolation  hospital  of  40  beds. 

SMALL  pox.  Is  provided  for  by  a  hospital  of  8  beds, 
situated  about  a  mile  from  the  town. 

General  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases,  are  treated 
in  the  General  Hospital  which  accommodates  thirty  cases. 

Apart  from  Poor  Law  Arrangements  there  is  no 
Institutional  provison  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants,  and  homeless  children 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

Two  motor  ambulances  are  available,  one  for  general 
cases  kept  at  the  General  Hospital,  the  other  for  infectious 
cases  kept  at  the  Fever  Hospital. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held 
weekly  011  Wednesday  afternoons  at  the  Welfare  Hut, 
in  Tyler  Street. 

During  the  year  1925,  the  Centre  was  open  on  44 
occasions  the  attendances  being  mothers,  1157  (including 
96  expectant  mothers)  and  infants,  1307. 

The  School  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments  in  school  children  is  held  on  Wednesday  mornings. 

During  the  year  503  attendances  were  made  as 
numbered  with  443  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  held  in  Henley 
Street  is  open  every  Friday  afternoon,  and  is  staffed  by 
Dr.  R.  French,  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the 
County.  During  the  year  186  attendances  were  made.

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

General  Nursing  in  the  home  is  mainly  underaken 
by  the  Nursing  Home.  In  addition  there  are  several 
nurses  in  the  Borough  working  independently. 

midwives.  There  are  6  midwives  working  in  the 
Borough.  No  subsidised  provision  is  made  for  this  work. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER.  The  town  derives  its  water  supply  from 
two  sources,  viz :  an  Artesian  bore-well  sunk  to  a  depth 
of  650ft.,  and  from  a  gathering  ground  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Snitterfield.  The  latter  source  cannot  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory  as  many  of  the  gathering  ditches  are  open 
to  pollution  by  animals  and  road  washings.  The  water 
from  this  source  is  collected  in  a  large  storage  receiver 
and  before  reaching  the  town  mains  passes  through  sand 
filters  and  also  through  a  Bell’s  Filter. 

In  the  past  this  filtration  has  apparently  yielded  a 
satisfactory  supply  but  as  a  result  of  an  analysis  performed 
by  me  in  October  last,  the  Snitterfield  water  showed  serious 
pollution  and  also  that  the  existing  filtering  plant  was  in¬ 
adequate  to  deal  with  it.  This  analysis  demonstrated  the 
presence  of  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  in  as  small  a  quantity 
as  one  cubic  centimite  of  water.  As  a  result  the  water  from 
Snitterfield  was  shut  off  from  the  town  mains  and  the 
town  was  supplied  from  the  Artesian  well  assisted  by  a 
supply  from  the  Artesian  well  belonging  to  Messrs. 
Flower  &  Co.  Acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Borough 
Surveyor  a  series  of  experiments  with  the  Snitterfield 
water  were  performed  in  the  hope  that  by  slowing  up  the 
rate  of  the  passage  of  the  water  through  the  sand  and  Bell’s 
filters  a  satisfactory  standard  of  purity  would  be  obtained. 
These  experiments  did  not  produce  the  desired  result  and 
we  decided  that  we  should  recommend  the  Corporation  to 
install  a  Chlorinating  Plant.  This  was  done  early  in  Dec- 
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ember.  A  further  series  of  experiments  were  then  entered 
up  to  ascertain  the  smallest  quantity  of  chlorine  which 
would  yield  a  satisfactory  standard  of  purity.  This  was 
found  to  be  one  part  per  million.  This  amount  is  now 
being  added  permanently  to  the  Snitterfield  supply  and  is 
giving  satisfactory  results 

As  only  a  half  of  the  town  water  supply  is  provided 
from  the  Snitterfield  Reservoir  the  amount  of  chlorine  in 
the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  is  only  a  half  part 
per  million. 

Two  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  two 
surface  wells  serving  five  houses,  and  both  were  found  on 
analysis  to  be  unsatisfactory,  the  owners  were  communi¬ 
cated  with  and  a  supply  was  laid  on  from  the  town  mains. 

One  standpipe  serving  three  houses,  has  been  replaced 
by  a  tap  being  fitted  over  the  sink  in  the  scullery  of  each 
house. 

Water  supply  from  the  town  mains  has  been  laid  on 
to  fourteen  houses. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  Shottery  drainage  scheme,  which  was  carried  out 
three  years  ago,  provides  for  the  drainage  of  the  whole  of 
that  village  and  a  large  number  of  houses  en  route. 

There  are  now  only  three  houses  to  be  connected  to 
this  sewer  to  complete  the  scheme,  and  the  work  of 
connecting  two  of  these  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  builder. 

The  Alveston  drainage  scheme,  for  which  a  tender 
has  been  accepted  by  the  Council,  provides  for  the  drainage 
of  the  215  existing  houses,  as  well  as  for  future  de- 
velopeinents,  and  will  enable  the  123  cesspools  belonging 
thereto  to  be  dispensed  with  and  50  privy  closets  and  48 
privy  middens  to  be  converted  to  water  closets. 

The  Alcester  Road  drainage  scheme,  which  has  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  provides  for  the 
drainage  of  21  existing  houses  and  future  developments. 

Fourteen  cesspools,  three  privies,  and  two  privy 
middens  will  be  dealt  with  when  this  scheme  is  carried  out. 

The  town  sewage  is  dealt  with  at  Disposal  Works  at 
Milcote,  about  a  mile  distant  from  the  town. 

These  works  have  maintained  their  high  state  of 
efficiency

The  final  effluent  has  been  analysed  periodically 
throughout  the  year  and  has  invariably  been  found  to  be 
satisfactory  and  non-polluting  in  character. 

It  shows  that  purification  of  the  crude  sewage  to  the 
extent  of  98  per  cent  is  attained 

It  was  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection,  that, 
during  a  u  survey  ”  of  the  River  Avon  which  was  under¬ 
taken  by  The  County  Medical  Officer  and  myself  during 
the  summer  of  1925,  the  effluent  from  the  town  sewage 
works  had  no  deleterious  effect  on  the  river.  The  test 
employed  being  the  “Dissolved  Oxygen”  test  recommended 
by  The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

One  privy  closet  has  been  dispensed  with  and  a  new 
water  closet  complete  has  been  erected. 

Eleven  waste  water  closets  have  been  converted  to 
fresh  water  closets. 

There  are  still  seven  privies  and  four  pail  closets  to  be 
dealt  with  at  Shottery ;  the  work  of  converting  two  of  the 
pail  closets  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  builder. 

Six  additional  water  closets  have  been  installed  or 
erected  complete. 

SCAVENGING. 

Five  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  three  loads  of 
house  refuse  and  cesspool  contents  have  been  collected 
during  the  year,  three  thousand  and  twenty  loads  of  house 
refuse  have  been  removed  by  horse  transport,  and  six 
hundred  and  ninety  five  loads  of  house  refuse,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  thirty  eight  loads  of  cesspool  contents 
have  been  removed  by  motor  transport 

As  far  as  possible  the  cesspool  contents  are  deposited 
on  farm  land,  the  remainder  with  the  whole  of  the  house 
refuse  is  deposited  on  Tips,  one  situate  at  the  rear  of 
Arden  Street  and  the  other  at  Alveston. 

Moveable  receptacles  are  emptied  weekly,  and  fixed 
receptacles  (privy  middens  and  dry  ash  pits)  monthly. 

Sixty-eight  new  sanitary  ash  bins  have  been  provided 
during  the  year,  but  there  are  still  a  large  number  of 
impoverished  and  unsuitable  ash  receptacles  to  be  dealt 
with. 
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dairies  and  cowsheds. 

During  1925  two  applications  for  registration  as  milk 
producers  have  been  made,  one  certificate  was  granted 
and  one  withheld  until  the  cowshed  had  been  brought  up 
to  the  required  standard. 

One  registered  milk  producer  has  discontinued  to 
produce  milk. 

There  are  now  seventeen  milk  producers  on  the 
register,  with  approximately  one  hundred  and  forty  milch 
cows. 

The  milk  from  thirty-four  of  the  cows  is  sent  to 
Birmingham,  the  remainder,  with  a  small  quantity  sent 
in  from  the  surrounding  districts,  is  consumed  in  the 
Borough. 

Forty-two  visits  have  been  made  to  the  premises,  and 
six  cowsheds  have  been  limewashed  after  notice  had  been 
given. 

I  have  called  attention  to  the  insufficient  light  and 
ventilation  in  some  of  the  dairies  and  cowsheds,  and 
improvements  are  being  carried  out  in  one  dairy  and  two 
cowsheds. 

There  are  twenty-four  retail  purveyors  of  milk  on 
the  register. 

Two  applications  for  registration  were  made  and 
certificates  granted. 

Three  retailers  reside  outside  the  Borough 

Thirty-one  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  of  retailers 
of  milk  during  the  year.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
MILK  SUPPLY. 

Careful  supervision  is  made  of  all  dairies,  cowsheds, 
and  milkshops  in  the  Borough,  special  attention  being 
given  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  vessels  and  the  prem¬ 
ises  generally,  and  to  any  possible  risk  of  contamination 
of  the  milk. 

MARKETS. 

Periodic  visits  of  inspection  are  made  to  the  markets 
where  farm  produce  is  exposed  for  sale. 

One  hundred  and  two  rabbits  and  three  chickens  were 
found  on  inspection  to  be  diseased  or  unsound,  and  were 
surrendered  for  destruction. 
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bakehouses. 

There  are  fourteen  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  twenty 
three  visits  of  inspection  were  made. 

Except  for  a  few  instances  where  lime  washing  was 
overdue  the  premises  were  satisfactory. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

As  far  as  possible  all  animals  slaughtered  for  food  are 
inspected  while  slaughtering  is  in  progress,  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty-seven  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  as  a  result  i  ton  12  cwts.  aud  104J  lbs. 
of  diseased  or  unsound  meat  have  been  destroyed. 

Diseased  or  unsound  meat  is  disposed  of  by  burning 
at  the  Corporation  Gas  Works.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

Four  occupiers  of  slaughter  houses  have  given  regular 
slaughter  notices,  and  five  occupiers  give  occasional 
slaughter  notices. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-seven  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  year. 

There  are  no  meat  stalls  in  any  of  the  markets,  but 
meat  is  occasionally  brought  into  one  of  the  Auction 
Marts  from  an  outside  district,  and  a  case  with  a  glass 
front  has  been  provided  for  its  reception. 

Cards,  requesting  customers  not  to  handle  meat  before 
purchase,  have  been  delivered  to  each  of  the  butchers  to 
exhibit  in  their  shops. 

The  Railway  Companies  have  been  communicated 
with,  in  reference  to  the  covering  of  meat  during  transit 
from  the  Railway  Station  to  the  place  of  delivery;  large 
sheets  have  now  been  provided  for  this  purpose  by  both 
of  the  Companies.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

It  has  been  the  policy  in  the  Borough  and  in  the 
Rural  Districts  of  Stratford-on-Avon  and  Marston  Sicca, 
to  remove  to  hospital  practically  all  cases  of  serious  infec¬ 
tious  disease,  such  as  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  etc.  I 
am  satisfied  that  this  practice  is  the  most  satisfactory  one 
as  it  is  impossible  to  secure  adequate  isolation  of  infectious 
cases  in  poor  and  often  overcrowded  homes. 

In  addition  the  patient  receives  the  benefit  of  skilled 
nursing. 
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The  patients  are  removed  to  hospital  by  motor  ambu¬ 
lance,  and  are  attended  there  by  their  own  private  doctors. 
In  cases  from  the  outlying  districts  where  this  is  impractic¬ 
able  they  are  attended  by  myself. 

The  following  tables  show  (i)  the  number  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  year  1925,  and  (2) 
the  number  of  cases  during  the  previous  five  years.

From  Table  2  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

This  I  consider  is  largely  due  to  the  mild  type  of 
disease  which  has  been  prevalent  recently.  Many  cases 
have  been  so  mildly  affected  that  the  condition  was  un¬ 
recognised  by  the  patients  or  their  relatives,  and  continuing 
to  go  about  so  spread  the  infection. 

Diphtheria  shows  a  marked  decrease,  the  number  of 
cases  occuring  during  the  year  being  only  six  as  compared 
with  17  in  1924  and  24  in  1923. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  also  shows 
a  definite  decrease.  Enteric  Fever  and  allied  conditions 
have  almost  entirely  disappeared. 

The  figures  showing  the  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia 
during  the  last  five  years  are  quite  unreliable  as  the  general 
Practitioner  has,  until  recently,  failed  to  notify  this 
condition. 

During  the  year  1925  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  with  the  exception  of  one  case  of  Diphtheria 
and  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  to  hospital.

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Throughout  the  year  only  one  school,  viz.  the  C.  ofE. 
'Infs.  School)  was  closed  for  a  few  days  before  Xmas,  on 
account  of  Infectious  Disease  ;  the  policy  of  excluding  the 
actual  cases  and  contacts  being  adopted.  During  the 
months  of  June  and  July  Chicken  Pox  and  Whooping 
Cough  were  prevalent  in  the  Council  (Infants)  School 
and  in  Sliottery  School,  and  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles 
in  the  Council  (Infants)  School  during  September. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  deaths  from  Whooping 
Cough. 

ARRANGEMENT  FOR  EXAMINATION  OF 
PATHOLOGICAL  SPECIMENS. 

Until  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  (1925)  all 
pathological  specimens  have  been  examined  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Birmingham.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year  I  was  enabled  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Authorities  of 
the  General  Hospital  to  establish  a  laboratory  there  for 
the  examination  of  such  specimens. 

This  has  the  great  advantage  of  time  saving — this 
being  particularly  desirable  in  the  case  of  diphtheria 
swabs  where  an  early  diagnosis  is  of  the  greatest  practical 
importance.

SUPPLY  OF  ANTITOXIN. 

A  supply  of  Antitoxins  for  the  treatment  of  Diph¬ 
theria  and  other  conditions  is  kept  at  the  Joint  Hospital 
and  is  supplied  free  to  practitioners  on  application. 

VACCINATION. 

No  primary  or  re- vaccinations  have  been  performed 
by  me  during  the  year  under  the  P.H.  (Small-pox  pre¬ 
vention)  Regulations,  1917, 
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The  “Schick”  and  “Dick”  Tests  for  Diphtheria 
and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively  have  not  been  employed, 
but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  few  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  have  been  treated  by  means  of  Antistreptococcal 
(Scarlatinal)  Serum.  While  it  is  too  soon  to  pass  a  defi¬ 
nite  opinion  on  the  value  of  this  method  of  treatment,  the 
results  up  to  date  have  been  sufficiently  satisfactory  as  to 
merit  its  continuance. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  in  every  case  of  Infectious 
Disease.  The  premises  are  disinfected  by  means  of 
foraldehyde  vapour. 

The  bedding,  etc.  is  removed  to  hospital  at  the  same 
time  as  the  patient,  and  is  disinfected  by  means  of  high 
pressure  steam  (Thresh). 

It  is  also  the  practice  to  disinfect  after  deaths  from 
cancer  and  tuberculosis. 

The  cleansing  ofvermimis  persons  is  not  undertaken. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  members  of  the  Corporation  for  their  unfailing 
courtesy,  and  the  sympathetic  consideration  they  have 
given  to  any  proposals  I  have  brought  forward  with  a 
view  to  improving  the  health  of  the  town. 

I  would  also  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Davis,  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  also  to  Misses  Wheatley  and 
Hunter,  the  County  Council  Health  visitors,  for  their  in¬ 
valuable  help.

In  accordance  with  Circular  580  (1  th  Dec.  1924) 
The  Report  for  the  year  1925,  is  a  “  Survey  ”  Report  and 
consequently  contains  more  detail  than  usual.

The  District  is  almost  entirely  agricultural  and  resi¬ 
dential  in  character,  and  no  industries  of  any  importance 
are  carried  on. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  village 
of  Wellesbourne  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year 
and  produced  in  all  nineteen  cases,  all  fortunately  of  a  very 
mild  type  and  unattended  by  any  fatality.  With  this  ex¬ 
ception  the  district  has  been  unusually  free  from  zymotic 
disease. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

The  general  provision  of  health  services  in  the  area 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  Hospital  Accommodation, 
Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres,  Ambulance  Facilities,  etc., 
are  the  same  as  those  provided  for  the  Borough,  details  of 
which  are  to  be  found  in  the  report  for  the  Borough.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  following  Parishes  have  constant  water  supplies 
by  mains  from  springs  and  upland  surface  water,  viz  : 
Combroke,  Beaudesert,  Henley-in-Arden,  Loxley,  Kineton, 
and  Ullenhall. 

The  areas  from  which  these  public  supplies  are  ob* 
tained  yield  good  and  wholesome  water,  and  care  is  taken 
to  prevent  pollution  of  gathering  grounds. 
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Samples  for  analysis  have  been  procured  from  all 
these  sources  during  the  year  and  have  proved  to  be  of 
satisfactory  quality. 

Small  public  supplies  are  available  at  Binton,  Bearley 
and  Hampton  Lucy,  the  remainder  of  the  district  is 
supplied  from  shallow  wells  generally  lined  in  brickwork. 

With  the  exception  of  Henley-in-Arden  and  Kineton, 
where  the  supply  was  curtailed  in  September,  no  shortage 
has  been  experienced. 

Apart  from  the  analysis  of  the  public  supplies  twenty- 
seven  samples  of  water  from  wells  were  analysed  during 
the  year,  twenty  of  those  proved  to  be  of  satisfactory 
quality,  the  remaining  seven  being  condemned  as  “  unfit 
for  domestic  use.” 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  sewerage  schemes  at  Kineton,  Snitterfield, 
Moreton  Morrell,  Wootton  Wawen  and  Wellesbourne,  the 
final  effluents  from  which  are  discharged  to  tributaries  of 
the  River  Avon. 

Samples  of  the  final  effluent  are  periodically  procured 
and  analysed  by  the  County  Council. 

During  the  year  a  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  a 
portion  of  Claverdon  has  been  prepared,  and  has  been  the 
subject  of  two  enquiries  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
but  no  decision  has  yet  been  reached. 

A  scheme  for  the  provision  of  an  additional  45ft. 
diameter  percolating  filter  and  humus  tank  at  the  Kineton 
works  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which 
scheme  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  completed  during  the  coming 
year. 

The  drainage  of  the  remainder  of  the  district  is 
discharged  to  Cesspools. 

CDOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  all  the  remaining  ashpit  privies 
situate  in  Henley-in-Arden  have  been  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system,  twelve  in  all  having  been  dealt  with. 

At  Kineton  and  Wellesbourne  there  are  still  a  large 
number  of  Ashpit  Privies  and  Pail  Closets  remaining,  but 
at  the  latter,  owing  to  an  absence  of  a  water  supply,  it  is 
hardly  possible  to  embark  on  a  conversion  scheme. 
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The  remainder  of  the  district,  which  is  somewhat 
scattered  has  closets  on  the  conservancy  system,  the  type 
of  which  is  the  Ashpit  Privy,  with  a  few  Pail  Closets. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY 

Forty- eight  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  of  pro¬ 
ducers  and  retailers  of  milk. 

Complaint  has  been  made  of  the  unsatisfactory  state 
of  the  premises  of  one  wholesaler  and  one  retailer,  with 
the  result  that  improvements  have  taken  place. 

The  district  in  addition  to  supplying  its  own 
population  also  delivers  large  quantities  to  the  Borough 
of  Stratford-on-Avon,  Birmingham  and  Leamington  Spa. 

Generally  speaking  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  of  the 
district  are  satisfactory  both  as  regards  structure  and 
cleanliness,  although  not  sufficient  attention  is  paid  to  the 
necessity  of  the  cleanliness,  the  cow,  or  the  persons  en¬ 
gaged  in  milking  operations.  An  improvement  is 
however  noticed  in  this  direction  since  the  issue  of  the 
preceding  report. 

MEAT. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  slaughter 
houses  of  the  district  during  the  hours  of  slaughter,  notice 
of  which  have  been  regularly  given  by  the  Butchers,  as 
required  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulationsi924. 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  disposal  of 
unsound  and  condemned  meat  as  yet ;  the  district 
fortunately  having  only  obout  220  lbs  condemned  during 
1925. 

No  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  Regulations  as  regards  Shops  and 
Vehicles .  The  traders  generally  have  welcomed  the 
regulations  and  have  carried  out  the  necessary  structural 
alterations  to  windows  to  prevent  contamination. 

The  total  number  of  private  slaughter  houses  in  use 
is  eleven  an  increase  of  one  over  last  years  total.  Due 
precautions  are  taken  by  the  occupiers  to  keep  the  premises 
in  a  sanitary  and  cleanly  state. 

DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

In  two  parishes  only  viz  :  Wellesbourne  and  Wootton 
Wawen  is  public  cleansing  carried  out,  and  in  each  parish 
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this  is  executed  by  a  Contractor,  who  deposits  the  whole  of 
the  refuse  on  the  land  to  be  ploughed  into  the  ground. 

Fixed  ashpits  are  emptied  monthly,  whilst  moveable 
receptacles  are  collected  weekly. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  district  the  inhabitants  have 
to  dispose  of  their  refuse  by  burning  or  using  it  in  the 
gardens. 

The  Council  are  endeavouring  to  acquire  sites  to  be 
used  as  “  tips  ”  for  the  reception  of  tins,  bottles,  &c.,  in  the 
more  populous  parishes  and  have  already  established  such 
“  tips”  at  Kineton  and  Snitterfield. 

Sites  have  also  been  obtained  for  this  purpose  at 
Ashorne  and  Ettington  which  parishes  are  badly  in  need 
of  such  a  useful  provision. 

HOUSING. 

Speaking  generally  the  Cottages  in  the  district  are  of 
fairly  good  type,  although  a  large  number  have  no  back 
doors  or  through  ventilation.  A  little  structural  alteration 
and  general  repairs  to  these  would  make  them  fairly 
satisfactory. 

There  are  some  cottages,  which  are  old  and  dilapidated 
and  which  are  not  worth  extensive  repairs.  They  can 
however  be  patched  up  so  as  to  be  reasonably  fit  for 
habitation  until  better  ones  are  available. 

The  Council  is  fully  alive  to  these  conditions  and  in 
addition  to  its  scheme  of  subsidv  to  private  persons,  is 
ubout  to  formulate  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  a  further 
72  Cottages  in  various  parishes,  which  with  the  64  already 
built  and  the  addition  of  a  further  60  built  by  private 
enterprise  cannot  but  help  to  improve  the  lot  of  the  dweller 
in  the  rural  area. 

BYE-LAWS  RELATING  TO  TENTS,  VANS, 

SHEDS,  &c. 

The  Council  have  adopted  model  bye-laws  dealing 
with  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  similar  structures  and  these 
have  proved  very  useful  in  dealing  with  such  structures.

“  Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and  Exclusion  from  School  ” 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Board  of  Education) 
the  policy  of  including  from  school  individual  children 
suffering  from  the  disease,  rather  than  closing  the  school 
as  a  whole  has  been  adopted.

was  closed  for  a  period  of  one  week  immediately  before 
the  Christmas  Holiday  owing  to  Scarlet  Fever.  The  ex¬ 
ception  in  this  case  was  made  owing  to  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  children  attending  this  school  came  from  the 
surrounding  villages  and  might  otherwise  have  been  the 
means  of  introducing  Scarlet  Fever  into  a  unaffected  area. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  for  the 
sympathetic  interest  and  support  which  they  have  accorded 
me,  and  also  to  Mr.  H.  J.  Weeks,  the  Sanitary  Surveyor  for 
his  invaluable  and  willing  assistance  throughout  the  year.
